TRAINING AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS

TRAINING : From 1927 to 1932, I studied Art at the Cleveland Institute of Art, 
having received help in the form of several scholarships. The rest of my ex¬ 
penses I earned after school and during summer vacations. During this time, I 
majored in Sculpture, Carving and Ceramic Sculpture, with special studies in 
Ceramic Clays and Glazes. I also studied for several months with Alexander 
Archipenko (sculptor) of New York City during the fall of 1932. In the summer 
of 1952, I returned to Cleveland Institute of Art for an advanced course in 
Enamel techniques with Mr. Kenneth Bates. 

In 1941, I began a series of experiments to discover a transparent gold 
and silver lustre process for Ceramics. In 1946, I achieved a very fine trans¬ 
parent gold and silver lustre that has been used with success in my ceramic 
work. 


In 1953 t I developed a gold glass process and in 1954 I developed molds 
suitable for firing glass sculpture. 

In the meantime, since my graduation and fifth year at the Institute, I 
have divided my time teaching ceramic sculpture and enamels in three institutions 
of higher learning here, and producing and exhibiting Ceramic Sculpture locally, 
nationally and internationally.
